Some doubt the legal powers the State 
Department Health authorize fluoridation 
under its regular water-supply permit system arose 
when the 1951 Legislature rejected provisions 
bill which expressly authorized purveyors domestic 
water, including utility and irrigation districts, add 
fluoride. This doubt was resolved the Attorney 
General’s opinion and subsequent permit action. 

Text resolution, adopted the September 14th 
meeting the State Board Public Health, reaffirms 
the board’s favorable stand fluoridation and sum- 
marizes its legal status the following words: 

“WHEREAS, August 29, 1950, the State Board Public 
Health issued statement policy approving the addition 
fluoride public water supplies this State subject prior 
approval the local dental and medical associations; and 

The Legislature considered the 1951 Session 
bill, portion which specifically authorized purveyors 
water supplies, including utility and irrigation districts,

“WHEREAS, This portion that bill was not passed the

“WHEREAS, The Attorney General’s Office has advised the 
State Department Public Health that under existing statute 
there doubt that the department has authority grant

“Resolved, That the State Board Public Health finds that

“Resolved, That the State Board Public Health herein 
its policy statement August 29, 1950, approving the 
fluoridation public water supplies.”

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California Mosquito Abatement Agencies 
Receive Subvention Funds 


Twenty-eight mosquito abatement agencies Cali- 
fornia have received allocations totaling $400,000 from 
state subvention funds for the current fiscal year, the 
Bureau Vector Control, State Department Public 
Health, announces. The allotments are determined 
the Bureau Vector Control acting the counsel 
the Vector Control Advisory Committee, and are 
based local needs, area control and nature 
program. 

Since the state subvention program began 1946, 
organized mosquito control areas California have 
expanded from approximately 7,000 square miles 
over 23,000 square miles. The expansion organized 
mosquito control continuing movement throughout 
California. Still greater strides must inevitably 
taken order keep pace with the rapid expansion 
irrigation practices, development and 
population increases, which are accompanied the 
constant demand for higher levels sanitation, 
health and comfort. 

State subvention funds are allocated matching 
basis and may exceed percent the local 
financing. Local agencies actually contribute nearly 
$2,000,000 annually toward this program.

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California Project Demonstrate 
New Test for Syphilis 


Together with the University California Los 
Angeles and the City and County Health Departments 
Los Angeles, the State Department Health 
sponsoring demonstrations new test for syphilis 
which may the most accurate method yet developed 
for diagnosis this disease. 

Known the Treponema Pallidum Immobilization 
Test, the new procedure was developed from the re- 
search Dr. Robert Nelson Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. Blood serological tests for syphilis have hitherto 
failed complete accuracy because they sometimes 
give false positive reactions, indicating infection 
people who not have syphilis. Los Angeles, two 
specialists will attempt confirm reports 
that the Treponema Pallidum Immobilization Test 
specific. Until now, the test has not been available 
California. 

The project will concern itself with cases which 
diagnosis doubt because equivocal incon- 
sistent results with the standard procedures. Some 
3,000 tests will performed, with cooperation the 
Los Angeles City and County Health Departments’ 
venereal disease programs, and findings will ana- 
lysed evaluate accuracy the promising new method. 


Calaveras Hospital Dedicated 


Mark Twain Hospital, San Andreas, was dedicated 
August 26th the Mark Twain Hospital District, 
which includes the entire Calaveras County. pro- 
vides acute general beds and beds for the chronic 
and patients Calaveras County, which has 
population about 10,000. 

This district hospital will assume responsibility 
for the care both private and indigent patients. The 
arrangement undertaken through contractual 
agreement with the County Board Supervisors. The 
program will observed with interest various state 
and local governmental units, since similar arrange- 
ments are being considered other rural counties.

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Marriage Patterns California 
Analyzed Department 


Tabulations data California marriages age, 
race and sex have been made for the first time, and the 
Bureau Records and Statistics has issued sum- 
mary for the year 1949 from which the following facts 
are abstracted. 


There were 77,873 marriages 1949; giving the 
State marriage rate 7.4 per thousand population. 
Slightly more than 5,000 these marriages were 
nonwhite residents. 


The age pattern marriages California was not 
unusual one. Most people married fairly young. 
The largest group marriages—13,168—took place 
between women aged 15-19 and men 20-24. Except 
for this group Californians the whole tended 
marry persons near their own age. few individual 
exceptions occurred, and one instance bride 
married man from the 15-19 age group. Both brides 
and grooms the 65-plus category sometimes married 
into younger age groups, but most stayed within their 
own group. 

Women followed the usual pattern marrying 
younger age than men. Almost percent the brides 
were under compared with percent the 
bridegrooms. the other end the scale there were 
700 women and 1,535 men who married age and 
over. 


the 77,873 males who married during 1949, ap- 
proximately 20,000 recorded previous marriages. 
Women married previously exceeded the male group 
2,000. One bride had already attained veteran status 
age 14. 


Course Tropical Medicine 
Offered Nurses 


The second annual course Parasitology and 
Tropical Hygiene for Nurses has been scheduled 
the School Tropical and Preventive Medicine 
Loma Linda, California, run from January 
February 22, 1952. Though designed primarily for 
graduate nurses who are going the mission 
board appointees, the course will valuable any 
nurses interested tropical public health.

many major health problems, but not even know 
what methods should used find the facts. 

significant that the Morbidity Research Proj- 
now begin San Jose will devote its first year 
testing various methods finding out about 
other words, the destination cannot reached until 
roads which lead there can found and explored.

During the study period illness data will ob- 
tained from all hospitals the San Jose area, and 
directly from residents. For the latter, the household 
sample survey method will used. verify and sup- 
plement information from household informants, 
copies will obtained death certificates, reports 
notifiable diseases, reports industrial injuries and 


workmen’s compensation reports physically 
children, and on. Family illnesses re- 
ported medically attended will verified 
diagnosis visit letter the family physician. 
Additional sources information are the California 
Disability Insurance Program, California Physicians’ 
Service, and Blue Cross plan. 


San Jose and section its rural environs was 
chosen the research area for this project because its 
population, economy and health facilities make 
section which can considered typical the 
State whole. one more satisfactory methods 
are developed this test area for measuring morbidity 
the general population, these methods will then 
applied state-wide basis. This experiment will 
doubt attract the interest every other state the 
Nation. 


Board Public Health Amends Code 
Relating Local Lab Services 


amendment the California Administrative 
Code (Title 17, Public Health), which specifies that 
laboratory services local health departments serv- 
ing more than 50,000 persons shall provided the 
health department approved local agency con- 
venient the health department, has been adopted 
the State Board Public Health. The amendment be- 
part Section 1276, Chapter (Local Health 
Service), Subchapter (Standards for State Aid 
Local Public Health Administration). 


This board action, which was preceded approval 
the amendment the California Conference 
Local Health Officers, further step encourage the 
development public health laboratories local 
departments, and insure availability adequate 
services locally. means, effect, that local depart- 
ments serving more than 50,000 persons can longer 
with the State Department Public Health 
for the provision their laboratory services. The regu- 
lations previously specified only that the local depart- 
ments ‘‘maintain’’ health laboratory services, 
which permitted such services provided the 
State Division Laboratories contractual basis 
the rate cents per capita.

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Sale Halted Cure-all 


The Bureau Food and Drug Inspections this 
month reports successful termination San Diego 
year-long investigation the most expensive 
cure-all yet appear California. 

The ‘‘Radiumator,’’ offered for sale undercover 
agents the bureau for $10,000, was touted capable 
not only heart trouble, kidney disease and 
sexual debility, but wilted flowers. Actual therapeutic 
agent, said the entrepreneurs, was the radioactive 
water produced this machine, whose beneficient 
effects came from ‘‘the interaction alpha and beta 
rays stimulating oxidation adjacent animal and 
plant 

Protection against gamma-ray sunburn, the investi- 
gators learned, was assured the lead wall which sur- 
rounded the radium chamber the Radiumator—but 
was guaranteed that ‘‘sufficient radium gas would 
released activate every six ounces water ex- 
posed the machine with 20,000 Mache 

Vastly impressed, the department agents paid over 
deposit $300 for the Radiumator, with $9,700 
owing. Money was paid marked bills, and this 
stage the transaction arrests were made. 

Prior arrangements made cooperation with the 
San Diego District Attorney’s office and the county 
sheriff involved the use wire recorder, the marked 
bills, and stakeout officers the site where the 
atomic cure-all was purchased. 

Upon arrest the two defendants were arraigned 
the San Diego Municipal Court once and charged 
with attempted grand theft. Preliminary trial was held 
this month, and the case bound over superior court. 
Bail for each defendant was set $5,000.
